HISTORy

The  second  year  brought  Willis  Downey 
as  captain  with  his  assistants,  Margaret  Rainey,  Garnet  Hiatt,  and  Jimmy 
Sears;  the  third  year,  Kenneth  Bloomer,  assisted  by  Virginia  Rowlison,  Evelyn 
Foster,  and  Jimmy  Sears;  the  fourth,  Lendell  Whitinger  as  captain,  assisted 
by  Margaret  Rainey,  Irene  Winings,  and  Rusty  Buis. 

Imagine  our  thrills  and  joys  when  at  last  on  a  clear,  cool  September 
morning  our  little  crafts  set  sail  down  the  famous  River  of  which  we  had 
heard  so  much. 

The  first  few  weeks  were  uneventful  with  quiet,  smooth  sailing  when  all 
our  crafts  stayed  very  near  each  other.  We  were  all  learning  to  use  our 
paddles,  the  kind  especially  suitable  for  this  River.  The  golden  autumn 
sunshine  glittering  through  the  trees  on  the  banks,  while  their  beautifully 
colored  leaves  were  falling  in  the  water  all  about  us  only  added  to  the  beauty 
of  the  journey  we  were  so  happy  to  have  begun. 

Then  all  at  once  like  lightning  from  a  clear  sky  word  was  sent  through¬ 
out  the  Flotilla — "English  Tests  Ahead— Everyone  to  His  Own  Paddle!''  Well, 
by  the  time  we  had  passed  those  Rapids,  we  had  found  out  one  thing — 
that  our  Captains  expected  "every  man  to  do  his  duty,''  and  from  there  on 
each  and  every  one  of  us  began  to  load  his  own  little  canoe  with  its  own 
separate  cargo  of  knowledge  provisions,  be  it  of  Algebra,  English,  Latin,  etc. 

We  found  our  leaders  ever  willing  to  help  us.  The  Test  Rapids  were 
by  no  means  the  worst  of  our  hardships.

say  we  cannot  win?

Richard  Jones, 
former  track  star,  is  putting  his  talents  to  use  by  carrying  messages  from  the  White 
House  to  Flood  Relief  Headquarters  in  Mickleyville.
